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AN ACT in relation to sex offenders.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Sex O fender and Child Mur der er
Communi ty Notification Law is anended by changi ng Section 115

as foll ows:

Sec. 115. Sex offender database.

(a) The Departnent of State Police shall establish and
mai ntain a Statew de Sex O fender Dat abase for the purpose of
identifying sex offenders and naking t hat i nformation
avail able to the persons specified in Sections 120 and 125 of
this Law The Database shall be created from the Law
Enf or cenent Agencies Data System (LEADS) established wunder
Section 6 of the Intergovernmental Mssing Child Recovery Act
of 1984. The Departnent of State Police shall examne its
LEADS dat abase for persons registered as sex offenders under
the Sex O fender Registration Act and shall identify those
who are sex offenders and shall add all the information,
i ncl udi ng phot ographs if avail able, on those sex offenders to
the Statew de Sex O fender Database.

(a-5) The Departnment of State Police shall develop a

conputer software programthat would pernit a | aw enforcenent

officer who accesses the Statew de Sex Ofender Database by

i nputting the residence address of a sex offender to obtain a

map of a 5 nle radius fromthe sex offender's residence. The

map shall include every public and private school | ocated

within that 5 nmle radius. The Departnment of State Police

shal | di stribute t he sof t war e program to every |aw

enforcenent agency of this State.

(b) The Departnent of State Police nmust make t he
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information contained in the Statew de Sex O fender Database
accessible on the Internet by neans of a hyperlink |abeled
"Sex O fender Information” on the Departnment's Wrld Wde Wb
home page. The Departnent of State Police nust update that
information as it deens necessary.

The Departnent of State Police may require that a person
who seeks access to the sex offender information submt
bi ographi cal information about hinself or herself before
permtting access to the sex offender information. The
Departnent of State Police may |limt access to the sex
offender information to information about sex offenders who
reside within a specified geographic area in proximty to the
address of the person seeking that i nformation. The
Depar t ment of State Police must promulgate rules in
accordance with the Illinois Adm nistrative Procedure Act to
inplement this subsection (b) and those rules nust include
procedures to ensure that the information in the database is
accur at e.
